Hence the crying need is for a 
Rooseveltian genius who will reason out a scheme by which some single, 
towering reform, including and co-ordinating all the rest, may be presented 
to the world. This might be mapped out like a family-tree and hung up 
on the walls of houses and offices, and then every man could determine in 
a minute just where his particular reform belonged in the great scheme of 
betterment.
